She is in- 
tprfer^ng gUh Germany's commerce in 
r-.rolc;aro?ffIs, and piling lip too muon 
ith. Sooner or later we will have 
1.0 shovv her with the sword the might 
of Germany, and teach ber not to in- 
terfere with our commercial develop- 
ment." 

How many American tourists have 
heard this Ixlnd of talk in Germany I 
Tliey heard it from all liinds of peo- 
ple; from diplomats, from merchants, 
from bankers, from profossors in the 
universities, and from the man in tlie 
Street Yet, in years gone by they 
paid no attention to it ; saw no German 
menace. Thoy merely puffed out their 
cliests Willi pride iit tli«; thoutibt of 
what a great nation they represented, 
and dismissed the German threats as 
Idle boasts. 

Designs Hard to Believe. 

It was inriin<eiv;iblo to them that 
' Bane people of a civilized nation could 
actually tliinic of talcing* xtp' the 
sword just because another nation 
was showing some ability In capturing 
J) part of tlie trade of forelgS 
lands. They could not believe that ths 
Qerman government actually hai 
contomplalir.n a plan for makinj^ 
Un llic Uniti-d Stales, taking awajg ft 
large portion of its wealth in thd ^orci 
of indemnities, and so crippling it Ih^i 
iit would no longer menace Q&eta&aj^B 
world suprcnincy. 

Such a t-iniist wa.s Prof, ^Iblo?! 
AV. Small, Ik ad of the departcaent Of 
sociology of the University of Cht' 
cngo. Profo5?sor Small knew Oermany 
as well as an American could. He 
was euiioatcd in a German university. 
He married a German woman; he 
loved the German poets and the Ger- 
man philosophy ; he had spent years 
among the (!(M"nian people. Yet he be- 
came convinced, after a time, that 
Germany was actually planning a blow 
at the United States. He exposed the 
plan in 1903 — five years after the Span- 
ish-American w ar, yet he was given lit- 
tle credence in tills country. 

Tells of His Experiences. 

I'rofessdr Small tells of his exjH'rl- 
ences and < i)uclusions in a pamplilet 
entitled: "Americans and the World- 
prisls," issued as No. 2 In the series 
oi University of Chicago iVar" Papers, 
iik follows: 

"In the summer of 1903 I was in 
Germany on business which gave me 
the occasion to sample the opinions 
about our country of more different 
classes of Germans than I had ever in- 
terviewed before. The Itinerary sched- 
uled stops at Cologne, Lucerne, "Vienna, 
pudapcst, JIunich, Dresden, Berlin, 
fijid thence an excursion into Russia. 
At each of tl'.ese points, and in the in- 
termediate travel, I had opportunities 
to talk with many men of prominence 
v.lth n^ niany more whom I could 
j:jrt4sify pjj'Vrtjirely orjiiuary s{'j|e'cinjei4S 
fit their various types. 

"J soon l)ecame awai^e tb^t. Quite 
fiside from the direct purpose of my 
trjp, T ^^'"'"^ galiiering fpini tlu-se 
(iOprfieH n collection of .sl;;nili(;anr an<l 
fxipiulativo evld'-nee. ^tver aiul oyei^ 
{(gair) Germans of <litrerei»t social fjusl- 
tlons, living in as many different parts 
of Gcrmacy : nd n.-ii-dilioring ( tiunu ies.. 
yojVJotefcrcd ihu samQ opinion m alraoo$ 
the same words ; ' 

*"Tou Y; nl:ecs are all right, but lt 
Is only a rjuestion of time when we 
Gorrfians v.ii' have to li^ht you, mit 
•wUh trade regulations, but with can- 
ron,* Ami my question 'Why?' IhVari- 



nbly brought the stereotyped answer: 
'IJecause you are trying to get some 
of the world's foreign comm^ce.* " 

Professor Small's observations recall 
_iia__a£tnal plan for tl^^4n^g|^|H|^|^J^! 
the"iJnited States by a Germai Sfewi^ 
published in 1901 by the German 
War college itself. This plan, which 
was contained in a report entitled 
"Operations Uebcr See" ("Operations 
Beyond the Sea"), by Baron von Ed- 
el sheim of the German general staff, 
told how the Germans might <dr- 
cumvent or destroy the Unlter" States 
navy, make a landing on the Atlantic 
coast, seize and ravage the larger cit- 
ies, and exact a heavy ransom or in- 
demnity. 

Actually Favored Invasion. 

Barnu von Edelshelra's report, 
published with the official sanction of 
tlie War college, contained the follow- 
ing significant paragraph, dealing in 
no way with the problem at hand,,but 
expressing an opinion that an attack 
on the United States would and shonid 
some day be made : 

*'It Is principally with this nation 
(America) that in recent years Ger- 
isAny has had- considerable political 
irlction, the causes underlying the; 
tiatne having, as a rule, been of a com- 
mercial nature, and the smoothing over 
M yhich was uniformly due to Ger- 
m^J^'S forbearance in the premises. 
yii<in6StIonabIy the time will come 
"wh&tL there must be a limit to all such 
forbearance on our part in mnttrrs of 
this kind, in which case we shall find 
dufselyes confronted witli the ques- 
clClfi io what means of force we find 
St jDur Immediate disposal to combat 
tha iencroachments by the United 
states against our interests, and in 
this case, if necessary, back up suc- 
cessfully our demands with force of 
arms." 

German plans for_ conquest in Eu- 
rope are now well known. Most Amer- 
icans now realize that Germany forced 
the war that she might extend her do- 
minions from the Baltic to the Persian 
gulf, and from the English channel to 
the Black sea. (Germany knew that 
such a war of conquest would be cost- 
ly. She knew that ravaged territories 
v.ould not he immediately able to pay 
the cost of it. She knew that defeat- 
ed enemies, despoiled of their choicest 
possessions, and with their man power 
dond or crijipicd, would never be able 
to iiH'ot: iiideinnities of soffidait sIze 
to reimburse her. 

To Make U. 8. Pay. 

So what did Germany do? She 
calmly made plans to force the United 
Slates to pay a huge indemnity to de- 
fray the cost of the war. She was 
not then at war with this country, but 
Herman official newspapers were pre 
paring the people for war by arousing 
I heir hatred of America in regard to 
tiio sale of munitions to the allies. 

In view of all this evidence can there 
!)(' any question as to w]iy the XInjteif 
States is in the war? pan afiypng 
doubt for a' nioment that aif tft^ip^ flS 
the United States was planned as 
next step after victory ovep pepf^af|y!^

ircnohins on our home loaf," Mr. 
Hoover said. "This last year, however, 
owing to the large failure of the 1017 
wiioat crop, we had available from net 
carry-over and production and imports 
only just ali();it our normal consunip 
tlou. Therefore our wheat shipments 
to Allied destinations represent ai> 
proxlmately savings from onr own 
wheat bread. 

"These figures, however, do not folly 
convey the volume of the effort and 
BacriftcG made during the past year 
l)y the whole American people. De- 
spite the magnificent effort of our agrl 
cultural population in planting a much 
Increased acreage in 1917, not only was 
there a very large failure In wbeUt, 
but also the corn failed to mature prop- 
erly, and onr com Is our dominant crop.

a'>le to incorporate their messages 
in his diagnosis. Sometimes, as, for 
example, when there is urgent reed 
of an operation, quieting the patient 
with morphine might mean that 
w.hen the eftect of the drug had worn 
off and the pain began to call aiten. 
tion again to the diseased condiiion 
it would be too late to save the pa 
lieut. 

Many of the pains we suffer are 

cow-ard pains. We know very wtll 
that a little courage would give us 
relief, but we are so much afraid of 
.be dentist's chair ot the surgeon's 
ince or probe that we temporise 
from day to day and so endure i 
great deal of unnecsssary suffering. 

Pain is a good servant and a bad 
master. We should learn to heed 
its message and then dismiss it as 
quickly as possible. When it is of

Certain Small Ruts That Are Usually 
Wet and Soft Determine Load 
Farmer Can Carry. 

The worst holes in^the road always 

detormine the load the ^[ariuer can 
market. Xo .stretch of roadway Is unl- 
forndy good, Ijtcause every road has 
certain small spots that are usually 
soft and wet. These spots cause more 
troul)le tlian iho rost of the road com- 
bined, llo'.v these spots are to be im- 
proved depends ou the character of 
the soil, and the nature of the coon- 
try. JL'iny sucli spots owe titeir char- 
acter to :i volt siil.^soil, due to spring:^. 
Before these roads can be permanent- 
ly improved they must be under- 
drained. If a tile is laid in these 
places there will usually be no trouble 
In tlie fntnre. The surface of the road 
should Uieu be filled with dirt and 
crowned, so any surface water may 
run off. If tliis is done there will be 
no troulde from subsurface water. 

Many roadways that are closed in 
with shade trees are bad. If a goodly 
portion of tlie scrub timber along these 
roads he renioved, the ground will dry 
out and uo trouble result. If the char- 
acter of the soil is soft and- pliable, so 
that It ^\il! not pack and remain firm, 
new material should be applied to the 
surface. The best and cheapest mate- 
rial for improving roads is gravel. 
Where jsravel beds are accessible a 
day's work v.it!i a team and wagon 
will improve any roadbed permanent- 
ly. If tlie soil Is very sandy an 8-inch 
applicutioa of clay to the surface will 
effect wonders. Tlio road patrol should 
spend a considcri',i)lo portion of its 
time in remedying the bad spots in the 
road.
